ONE MAN HAS BROKEN LEG 


Resignation Accepted by Church Coun- K. Goldberg, Owner 
And Driver 
of 
cil With Regrets. Was Pastor Here 
Thirteen Years. 


After thirteen years of service as 
pastor of St. James Lutheran church, 
York street, the Rev. Dr. Joseph B. 
Baker, Sunday, tendered his resigna­ 
tion to the church council which held 
a short session following the morning 
worship. 
The resignation, which be­ 
comes effective 
August 15, was 
ac­ 
cepted by the councilmen with regret. 
The Rev, Mr. 
Baker has accepted a 
call from Zion Lutheran church at In­ 
diana, this state. 
The Rev. Mr. Baker succeeded the 
Rev. Dr. J . A. Clutz, Broadway, as 
pastor of St. James Lutheran in 1909. 
He was called here after completing 
a three year pastorate at St. Paul’s 
Lutheran church 
at Newport, this 
■tate. 
During his term as pastor of St. 
James Lutheran church, the Rev. Mr. 
Baker has been an active worker not 
only for his church and congregation 
but also for Gettysburg College in 
whose interests he gave much service. 
In addition to increasing the mem­ 
bership of both the church and Sun­ 
day school by several hundred, it was 
during his pastorate that the modem 
church building and parsonage 
were 
erected. 
Work on the new edifice was 
begun in 1911 and completed early the 
following year. 
Ai the same time the 
present 
parsonage 
adjoining 
the 
church was built. 
The estimated cost 
of both church 
and parsonage were 
$60,000. 
The entire debt was wiped 
out several years ago. 
Not only an able and forceful speak­ 
er, Rev. Mr. Baker is also a writer of 
no mean 
ability, and was a regular 
contributor to many Lutheran church 
magazines and periodicals. 
He was 
founder and editor of the Messenger, 
a monthly pamphlet, published by the 
church. 
Among 
his most notable 
writing 
since he became pastor of St. James 
was the compilation of a complete his­ 
tory of the local congregation 
from 
1775 down to the present time and a 
book of verse which he had published 
last Christmas and distributed among 
the members of his congregation. 
Mr. 
Baker was an indefatigable 
worker for Gettysburg College and 
Seminary. 
When the Chicago 
firm, 
which laid foundation for the million 
dollar endowment fund for Gettysburg 
College, failed with only about half of 
the money 
pledged in 19*20 and the 
drive gave evidences of dying a natur­ 
al death, the Rev. Mr. Baker stepped

Car, Gives Pitiful Story to Secure 
Release From Hospital. 


G. W. Bitting, aged 18 years, of 
Marysville, this state, and K. Gold­ 
berg, aged 36, of Dayton, Ohio, had 
a miraculous escape from death 
at 
3:30 o’clock Sunday morning, near 
Seven Stars, when the light coupe in 
which they were riding was struck by 
a Western 
Maryland freight engine 
and carried 600 feet west of the Lin­ 
coln Highway, where the accident oc­ 
curred . 
As a result Bitting is in the W ar­ 
ner Hospital suffering a broken right 
leg. 
Goldberg sustained lacerations 
of the face and arms, but left the 
W’arner Hospital Sunday evening for 
Philadelph ia. 
Goldberg, the owner and driver of 
the light car, was on his way from 
Dayton, Ohio, 
to Philadelphia, 
he 
said, and offered Bitting a “lift” along 
the Lincoln Highway west of Con­ 
nellsville. 
Unaware of the railroad 
crossing at 
Seven Stars, 
Goldberg 
failed to see the approaching freight 
train in time to prevent the accident. 
The huge engine struck the light 
automobile 
with 
great 
force 
an<$ 
carried it 200 yards west of the high­ 
way, 
before 
the 
train 
could 
be 
brought to a stop. 
Enginemen 
lifted the 
two men 
from the wreckage of the machine 
and a 
local 
garage 
was notified.' 
Goldberg and Bitting were conscious 
when taken from the debris. 
At the hospital, Sunday morning, 
Goldberg, in order to secure his re­ 
lease, gave Miss Elizabeth Thomas, 
| the superintendent, a pitiful story. 


J He told her that he was on his way 
! to Philadelphia to meet his wife and 
five children, who 
had arrived last 
I week from Russia, and who he had 
I not seen for 14 years. 
Goldberg, a 
native Russian, stated that he came 
to this country to make his^fortune, 
I leaving his wife and children behind. 
Since coming to this country he had 
amassed a small fortune, he said, and 
1 sent funds to his wife and children 
i to come to America. 
The story secured his release and 
late Sunday afternoon, he was taken 
to Philadelphia in company with an 
! attendant nurse. 
Enroute to Phila- 
! delphia, Goldberg told the nurse, who 
accompanied him, 
that he told the 
! story' of meeting his wife merely tc. 
! secure his release from the local in- 
i stitution. 
To prove 
his statement, 
j he showed the nurse a divorce decree 
from a wife handed down by an Ohio 
judge six weeks ago.

BREAKS LEG IN RUNAWAY 


Animal, Belonging to Gettysburg Ice 
Company, Was Shot After Accident. 


Miss Grace Hauver, of Foxville, was 
instantly killed, and Mrs. Ferdinand 
Hesse, wife of the Lutheran pastor at 
SmithburgT~the second occupant of the 
automobile, saved her life by jumping 
from the machine a second before the 
car was struck 
by a Western Mary­ 
land train at the Deerfield crossing at 
4 o’clock 
Sunday afternoon. 
Mrs. 
Hesse is the wife of the Rev. Ferdi­ 
nand Hesse, a graduate of the College 
here in the class of 1892. 
The accident is said to have happen­ 
ed when Miss Hauver, who was driv­ 
ing the car, stalled the engine on the 
railroad track in front of the rapidly 
approaching 
Fast Mail train. 
Mrs. 
Hesse jumped from the machine just 
before the crash came, and escaped 
unharmed. The automobile with Miss 
Hauver was dragged a distance of IOO 
feet before the train was brought to a 
stop.

Internal revenue officers have be­ 
gun an investigation of the raid and 
liquor theft which occurred at 
the 
Foust distillery, near Glen Rock, late 
last Friday night and early Saturday 
morning. 
It was learned late Sunday 
night that these officers are actively 
engaged 
in trying to run down the 
rum-runners and to locate the large 
consignment of whiskey stolen from 
the bonded warehouse at the distillery. 
In addition to the internal revenue de­ 
partm ent officers, other officials of 
the federal prohibition enforcement 
forces are on the trail of the raiding 
party. 
No definite clue had been 
found up to Sunday night, however. 
The raid, which began before mid­ 
night, Friday, netted the rum-runners 
181 barrels of the total supply stored 
there. 
There now remains 135 bar­ 
rels of whiskey in the warehouse. 
It 
has been estimated that the liquor is 
valued 
at $1,000 
per barrel, 
which 
would place the valuation of the stolen 
supply at $181,000, but this is said to 
be far below the actual valuation bas­ 
ed on present inflated prices. Conser­ 
vatives place its value to bootleggers 
at $300,000 or more. 
Nine trucks were said to have as­ 
sisted over the hill at Wiley’s Mill, 
Maryland, Saturday morning at 9 o’­ 
clock, where one of their number had 
become mired. Had an organized pur­ 
suit been launched, it is likely this en­ 
tire fleet and the men who were in ' 
charge might have been captured. 
The most deplorable part of the en­ 
tire affair, as unsavory as it appears, 
is the fact that no effort whatever 
was made to halt or locate the raiders. 
No help was forthcoming from York 
or the country surrounding the distil­ 
lery. 
The raiders, according to their 
own admission, are the same who a t­ 
tempted on one previous occasion to 
rob the distillery, but at that time 
they were foiled by the watchfulness 
of the guards. 
According to Justice of the Peace 
Fulton, at Stewartstown, the trucks 
are the same ones which have been 
seen plying through the town for the 
past several weeks. 
Mr. Fulton has 
taken the license numbers of the 
trucks, but believes that they are only 
duplicate license plates and that the

to the management but no move has 
been made to stop the deprecations, 
they declare. 
Several persons said 
they would be willing to pay a nomi­ 
nal sum to have their cars parked in 
safety at the resort, rather than be 
the victims of petty thefts. 
A local taxi driver, who takes pas­ 
sengers to Caledonia several times a 
week, declares that he is compelled to 
remain in his car each evening for 
fear something will be stolen, should 
he walk away, and leave the car un­ 
guarded.

FLOOD IN CHICOPEE 


Two Dams Empty Their Waters Into 
Streets of Town. 


(By Associated Press) 
Chicopee, Mass., July 17.—Twenty 
million gallons of water flooded a por­ 
tion of the W’jlliamsett district here 
today when Langwalt’s dam and an­ 
other dam at Robert’s Pond gave way. 
Residences and 
places of 
business 
along Chicopee’s streets were flooded 
above the first floors and occupants 
were forced to flee to second and third 
floors for 
safety. 
No lives 
were 
lost. 
Property loss from the flood will be 
heavy. 
A score or more of dwell­ 
ings were swept off their foundations 
and deposited some distance away, 
while others were tilted askew on in 
their foundations. 


Some months ago certain sections 
of Adams county were greatly stirr­ 
ed by the reported finding of oil, con­ 
siderable money was expended in in­ 
vestigations, but so far the results 
have been far from satisfactory. 
In 
the meantime, the great Tidioute oil 
pool in Warren county was rediscov­ 
ered and since, a flood of oil has been 
pouring to the surface which shown 
little signs of let-up. 
This new find 
is especially interesting, as it is lo­ 
cated in a former famous oil field, but 
that section was considered practical­ 
ly “dry” for 
the 
past 
twenty-five 
years. 
Suddenly one day several months 
ago, an oil gusher was produced on 
the Siggins Farm by Charles Carna­ 
han, and this well showed the Queen 
sand, found deep below the surface 
of the earth, to be productive. 
A 
recent inspection made of that field 
by M. E. Johnson, oil and gas geolo­ 
gist in the Bureau of Topographic 
and Geological Survey of the Penn­ 
sylvania Department of Internal Af­ 
fairs, shows that the oil pool is con­ 
tinuing to pour forth a flood of oil 
with little signs of a let-up at this 
time. 
The so-called 
Queen sand, 
from 
which the oil is being obtained is not 
a new sand but is the one that yields 
gas in an old pool about two or three 
miles east. 
There, the sand is al­ 
most IOO feet thick and the top of it 
is found at a depth of about 700

Wellsburg, W. Va., July 17—Sher­ 
iff H . H . Duvall and 8 men are known 
to have been killed and large number 
wounded in a fight at the Cliftonvill® 
mines of the Richland Coal company, 
ten miles from Wellsburg, near th® 
Pennsylvania 
state line today. 
The 
dead 
were brought here and 
the 
wounded taken to Wheeling hospitals. 
T. H. 
Duvall, who was with hi® 
father at the mines when the fight 
took place, accompanied the body of 
his father to their home here. 
“There had been rumors for some 
time that the mine was to be attacked. 
It had been operating non-union,” said 
Mr. Duvall, “and last night we heard 
the attack was to be made soon. 
The 
sheriff had a detail of men at the mine, 
but he gathered up a number of other® 
here in Wellsburg and we went out to 
the mine last night. 
The report wa® 
that a big force of men were on their 
way over the state line in Pennsyl­ 
vania and after we reached the mine, 
the sheriff placed guards around the 
property. 
“Nothing happened until about day­ 
break when firing began from the top 
of the hill above the mine opening..

Washington, July 17—A “specific” 
program destined to bring an end to 
the coal and railroad strikes was dis­ 
cussed today at the 
White House 
conference between President Hard­ 
ing, Governor Sproul, of 
Pennsyl­ 
vania, Senator George Wharton Pep­ 
per and Attorney General Alter. No 
anouncement 
was forthcoming 
as 
to the nature of th# proposal consid­ 
ered by the President. 
On leaving the White House Gov­ 
ernor Sproul stated “Pennsylvania is 
pledged to the immediate and contin­ 
uos support of the government, I am 
ready,” the Governor stated, “to set 
in motion at an instant’s notice all 
organized forces of 
the Common­ 
wealth to effectuate such measures 
as the Presidents of thdj United States 
may determine upon, as all must rec­ 
ognize that a national emergency ex­ 
ists.” 
Mr. Alter accompanied the Gov­ 
ernor to Washington so that he might 
hold a conference with Attorney Gen­ 
eral Daugherty “so that a program 
might be worked oat by which state 
and National forces could co-opera- 
a te .” 
On response to inquiries, it was 
said that the suggested mine seizure 
by the government was not discussed 
at the conference. 
It was said that 
the coal and railroad strikes were so 
closely intwined as to the effect ac­ 
complished in the country, that both 
were 
considered. 
The 
impression 
prevailed that new steps on 
some 
measure to deal with the coal situa­ 
tion would be taken by the Adminis­ 
tration in the next 24 hours.

FORCE AMBULANCES BACK

Travelling 
worldwide, 
t h e 
great general of 
the cause recruit­ 
ed patriots to its standard In city, 
village and hamlet. 
He came into 
Colome 
one 
day 
and 
gathered 
a 
crowd in the market place. 
He told 
the story of the awful conflict rag­ 
ing-—he called for volunteers—and a 
tine specimen of Greek youth, edu* 
cated in the subtleties of philosophy, 
cultured In the fine arts of hi* re­ 
nowned land, Initiated Into all Its »e- 
crets of pleasure and enchantment, 
stepped out of the throng. 
He had 
been thrilled by the recital of brave 
deeds, crimsoned by sacrifice and suf­ 
fering. 
The appeal of the heroic fired 
his soul; a burning desire was kindled 
to follow this great leader. 
He en­ 
listed beneath the banner of the eros*. 
He swore allegiance to the Christ of 
Calvary. 
He left home and kindred. 
He became a staff-offlcer to the great 
general of the Christian forces. 
For 
several years he shares the honor* 
of war, the spoils of victory, until one 
day In a fierce conflict with the en­ 
emy the great Commander la taken 
prisoner and cast tnto a dungeon In 
Rome to awalt execution. This was 
too much for the gallant young cap­ 
tain. 
Disappointed, disconsolate, he 
deserted. 
General Paul writes a letter to Col­ 
onel Timothy of his staff and tells 
him the sad news. 
What a tragedy! 
He has fought side by side with the 
greatest and grandest of soldier*, he 
has shared the triumphs of the eros* 
from Antioch to R om e; then he desert­ 
ed to the ranks of the enemy, forsak­ 
ing Christ for the world. 
No wonder 
the heart of the apostle Is almost 
broken. 
It seems we can hear the 
sob of his sorrow in these words: 
How can we account for this de­ 
sertion? 
I. Demas Was Never a True Soldier. 
A true soldier fights until peace Is 
proclaimed or death rewards his faith­ 
fulness. He may lose courage at time* 
when hard pressed, may doubt and fal­ 
ter; may even be defeated In battle, 
but he can never, never desert. 
De­ 
sertion Is the proof of a superficial 
motive, the result of an attachment. 
His heart, soul, will, life, have not 
been abandoned to the cause. 
The 
Apostle John has explained this experi­ 
ence. 
When referring to the multitude 
of disciples who deserted Jesus, he 
guys: 
“lf they had been of us, they 
would not hnve gone out from as." 
Demas is always present In history 
of the church. 
Thousands under the 
spell of battle songs and enlistment 
appeals have professed allegiance to 
Christ. 
They have put on the uni­ 
form. taken their place In the ranks, 
perfected the drill*, gone into battle, . 
but when real testing came, they were 
reported missing. 

Demas Reveals th* Deception of 
the Human Heart. 
It Is possible to sri closely resemble 
a Christian that only God can tell the 
difference. 
Wheat and tares look ex­ 
actly alike 
until 
harvest. 
Soldier* 
wear the same uniform, fight under 
the same banner, follow the same com­ 
mander until the crisis comes, then 
one sticks, the other deserts. 
Satan’s 
campaign is one of deception. 
He 
seeks to deceive uieu and women with 
a form of godliness, lifeless and worth­ 
less. 
The more nearly the counterfeit 
resembles the genuine, the greater tho 
deception. 
Hundreds of unconverted 
people have been deceived. 
A pro­ 
fession. n uniform, a dress parade. 
a battle have been the boast of dis­ 
cipleship. but their name is Demas, 
for when wounds, bloodshed and sac­ 
rifice came, they deserted. 
III. Demas Shows the Subtle A ttrap 
lion of the World. 
Who can deny the fascination, the 
bewitchery of this world? 
Its sight* 
charm like the mirage. Its sounds en­ 
chant like siren voices, its fleeting 
treasures create a riot of passion, Its 
pomp and pride Intoxicate the soul. 
Demas loved the vyorld; It was fatal. 
He never really opened his heart to 
the love of eternal things. 
“If any 
man love the world, the love of the 
Father is not in him.” 
Friendship 
with the world Is enmity to God. 
To 
set the affection on things on the 
earth. Is to deny heaven Its rightful 
obligation. 
To 
follow 
the 
world's 
maxims and principles is to discount 
the Word a i God and the guidance of 
Hie Spirit. 
To live for a good time 
in a doomed world where sinners are 
going the downward path to hell, is 
far Nero to Addle while Rome bums, 
for the captain to dance while the Ti­ 
tanic sinks.

THE GREAT ENEMY OF THE 
PINE BEETLE, AND PICTURE SH 
SIZE.

W ar to tho death is being waged on 
the w estern pine beetle, which has 
done $72,500,000 damage to forests in 
the northw est in IO years. 
Federal and state governments are 
cooperating with private owners of 
tim ber lands in an extensive cam­ 
paign. 
They 
are 
spurred to every effort 
by fear th at the beetle may spread 
from its present location and destroy 
the largest body of western pine in 
A m erica. 


Large stretches of the Black Hills 
forest in the Dakotas 
were swept 
entirely clear of western pine before 
control methods were devised. 
Big Area Threaten!d 


The threatened timber belt is esti­ 
mated as one-sixth of the standing 
western pine on the earth ’s surface. 
It extends from central Oregon into 
central California. 


Pine, one of the most used varie­ 
ties of lumber, is becoming scarcer 
every year. 


An area of 1,200,000 acres, con­ 
taining 12 billion feet of fine timber, 
has been sw'ept of ten per cent of its 
trees in the last ten years through

the beetle’s w ork. 


If milled and converted into houses 
—using 15,000 feet for each house— 


this 
destroyed timber 
would have 
provided a total of 100,000 homes, 
habitations for half a million people. 


How Beetles Attack 
A ttacking pine timber in swarms, 
the beetles 
bore into 
the tree and 
pierce its living bark before the tree 
can protect itself by exuding pitch. 
The females and 
larvae then bore 
galleries in the thin living bark. 
In 
this way, the tree is soon girdled. 
Like a person whose spine is severed, 
the tree soon begins to die. 
_____ 


In less than three m onths’ 
time, 
the eggs laid in the bark fare hatched, 
developed, and the increased swarm 
dies on to attack other trees. 


Traces of the beetles work have 
been found in California, W ashing­ 
ton, Idaho, M ontana, Colorado and 
New Mexico. 
Skilled 
tim ber men patrol 
thor­ 
oughly every part of infested areas, 
watching for trees th at have been 
attacked. 
A tree “spotted” as infested, it is 
marked 
for 
a cutting crew . 
This 
fells thq tree, peels the bark from it, 
and bv burning the bark, destroys 
the beetles.
